WN the article which appeared in the 

April number of this Journal we 
brought our readers to the next phase 
of our system of treatment and will 
now preceed te commence the elucid- 
ation of the next step. It is one of 
elimination, asepsis, regeneration and 
precautionary germicidal measures, 


and we will have to ask you to be 


patient with us as it will require sev- 
eral papers to thoroughly discuss this 
phase of our treatment. 

First, we must insist that the daily 
bath prescribed must zeves be stopped 
during the entire course of treatment 
of a given case. It may be varied to 
sult individual cases and the steam 
bath in the cabinet may be used in 
place of the regular tub bath or the 
electric light bath may be used if such 
facilities are available. But when 
elther the steam cabinet or the electric 
light bath is used a thorough treat- 


ment of the patient with a sheet 1m- 
mersed in the methyl sod. salicylate 
solution and wrapped about the body 
and worn during the bath should be 
insisted upon. We recommend the 
following formule for the solution : 

R Alcohol, — . 

Lloyd’s asepsin, oz. 
Aqua. qs. O jj. oz. 

Moisten sheet with hot water, then 
sprinkle thoroughly with this solution 
over the entire sheet; wrap patient in 
this sheet, place in the cabinet and 
commence the bath. While patient 
is in the bath give freely of tepid dis- 
tilled water to drink. 

After removing patient from the 
bath he should be thoroughly douched 
from head to foot in the aqueous so- 
lution same as for the ordinary tub 
bath, and then rubbed down with the 
olive oil camph. phenique comp. men- 
tioned in one of our previous articles, 
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and should be dressed if the patient 
requires it. To lie down and take a 
good nap will prove very beneficial 
and refreshing after the bath. 
Patients do not take cold after 
these baths when the oil rub is prop- 
erly given and with the antiseptic 
which it contains it renders them asep- 
tic so that those who have to assist 
them are protected as far as possible 
from the contagion of the disease. 
It is also very stimulating to ulcers 
and to the epidermal covering gener- 
ally, and materially assists in causing 
absorption of nodules in tubercular 
cases. Right here we want to for ever 
array ourselves against mercurtal fumt- 
gation in these cases, and also against 
the hypodermic injection of bichloride 
of mercury, as these methods simply 
smother the disease but do not effect 
cures, and after a time the last state 
becomes worse than the first. All of 
the APPARENTLY good results that 
are attained by mercury or any of its 
salts may be really and positively at- 
tained by the scientific application of 
the various light treatments and the 
charging of distilled water with the 
red or blue or violet rays in accord- 
ance with the specific indications in 
the given case. Allow the patient, 
and in fact insist that he or she par- 
take freely of this charged water and 
you will be surprised at the results 
attained in the given case. The pa- 
tient becomes permanently improved 
in health, the horrible condition is 
still further subdued and a ray of 
hope begins to fill the place once oc- 
cupied by blank dispair. The free 


use of the static breeze and of a system 


tandra. 
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of X-rays will at this time prove of 
great value in hastening cures, and 
when used intelligently will produce 
no injury whatever. After all has 
been accomplished by the above 
methods that seems practical, the pa- 
tient should be placed upon the indi- 
cated remedy. In some cases it will 
be podophyllum in small doses, in 
others it will be iris vers. Always 
read your specific indications care- 
fully, and treat in accordance there- 
with and get results. Our patient is 


now making progress more rapidly, 


feeling is returning in various parts 
wherein the anzsthesia was marked 
and the patient is becoming more and 
more hopeful; ulcers are healing and 
maculate patches are disappearing. 
The vital processes are coming a little 
nearer the normal physiological bal- 
ance which is essential to a healthy 
state. It will now be found essential 
to stimulate a regeneration of the cells 
composing the various organs which 
make up the cosmos of the human 
body, and one of the very best reme- 
dies for this purpose is the spec. med- 
cine podophyllum combined with lep- 
Use it only when specifically 
indicated by fullness of tissues and 
particularly by a fullness of the super- 
ficial veins or when the pulse is full 
and oppressed. ‘There may be a dirty 
yellowish coating on the tongue and 
dizziness, and the leptandra is found 
beneficial in combination with the 
podophyllum to overcome the mental 
torpor and drowsiness and the depres- 
sed mental state and to stimulate the 
enfeebled portal circulation. These 
drugs should not be used to produce 


\ 
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, cathartic effect but their use should 
be carried on persistently to produce 
the mildly stimulating effect of the 
drug in this direction. It will be 
found that the clay colored stools will 
vive place to more normal evacua- 
‘ions as the digestion of the patient 
improves under this treatment. The 
blood will become more normal in 
character, the red cells will com- 
mence to lose their crenated appear- 
ance and will begin to approach the 
normal average in point of numbers 
and the leucocytes will also bear a 
normal relationship to the changed 
conditions. The hyperleucocytosis 
which is present in this class of cases 
will give place to a normal physiolog- 
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ical leucocytosis and vast improve- 
ment will be noted as a result of the 
persistent use of these remedies under 
the conditions ennmerated. An oc- 
casional dose of spec. med. hydrastis 
will sometimes prove an excellent ad- 
juvant treatment in connection with 
the podophyllum and leptandra. It 
is specifically indicated in those cases 
where there is a catarrhal state of the 
mucous membrane unaccompanied 
with acute inflammation thereof, such 


as frequently occurs at this time and 


especially if there is gastric irritability 
and where some of the lesions of the 
skin are dependent on this same gas- 
tric irritability.

Earthquake Emergencies.

HE earthquake and fire were un- 
expected callers, after the shake 

the fire started in to do its damage; 
in three days it accomplished its 
deadly work in the destruction of our 
magnificent city—or the greater parts 
of its business district. The plain 
skeletonized, colorless truth is we did 


not have enough water to combat the 


sreat conflagration. A number of 
individuals were injured, some killed. 
Were doctors, nurses and undertakers 
as scarce as the water supply ? What 
was needed most in this great calam- 
ity? Dynamite, water or doctors? 
Between the fire, earthquake and doc- 
tors, only a few were killed—our un- 


dertakers could easily cope with this 


emergency. A few were injured; our 
city register probably contained 
enough available doctors to supply 
this want; yet doctors and nurses 
came to the city in great numbers. 


This inconsistency hinged mainly 


upon the National Red Cross Associa- 
tion, the crank aggregation of medi- 
cal aid ‘‘ from the east,’’ (when we 
had plenty in the west). When nine 
old women enter a sick room when 
only one is needed eight should leave 
and not inhale the oxygen that be- 
longs to the one—the one most needed 
should remain, and the one most. 
needed is the one best acquainted with 
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the sick at hand, and the conditions 
and surrounding circumstances. Did 
our friends from outside cities know 
more about the conditions here than 
our own home physicians? Would it 
not have been more in keeping for 
each nurse to have sent a pound of 
absorbent cotton than to have sent 


herself and absorbed all she could 


after her arrival which rightly be- 
longed to a home nurse? All were 


permitted to come in, and their arriva! 


was no doubt a purely humanitarian 
arrival, but probably operating under 
different management. We can ex- 
cuse all, however, and we thank them 


for their timely arrival except those 
who had zo attained a certain degree 
of proficiency, these amateurs known 
as ‘‘ministering angels,’’ were asked 
on several occasions to step aside for 
standing in the way, and make room 
for the real thing.

READ BEFORE THE STATE ECLECTIC MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 

It gives me great pleasure to greet 
you on this occasion. This should 
be the most important meeting this 
body has ever held. There are sub- 
jects of great importance to be dis- 
cussed and our future as a separate 
school of medicine will depend largely 
on your careful consideration and un- 
biased action in disposing of them. 
I am proud today because I see men 
and women before me whose judg- 
ment is sound and whose energy and 
willingness is a known quantity. 


This is a time when petty jealous- 
ies and misunderstandings, if there 
are any, should be put aside, and we 


should stand and work as a unit for 


Eclecticism. The lack of unity has 
been very noticable for years and has 
cost us dearly. We regret very much 
that our final notices were unavoid- 
ably late in reaching the members, 
but your officers after holding a meet- 
ing thought it wise to hold our annual 


session at this time. 


We extend our sympathy to those 
who are unable to be with us, many 
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of whom have sent their regrets, and 
our thanks to those present; may you 
return to your homes feeling many 
times repaid for your loss of time and 
business while here. 

We have assembled here as mem- 
bers of a corporation for the purpose 
of transacting such business as may 
legitimately come before us. There- 
fore I feel it my duty as President of 
this society to call your attention to 
matters which have been presented 
during the past year. Brothers, in 
discussing the subject of medical leg- 
islation, I hope that you will not for- 
get that we all have many good friends 
who belong to the other schools of 
medicine and who are in no way re- 
sponsible for the law which has been 
unjustly administered. 

Put a little choke in your muzzle, a 
scattering gun does poor execution. 
Our present law looks very well on 
paper, but when it gets in the execu- 
tive chamber of the Board it is put 
_ aside and the Board proceeds accord- 
ing to rules and motions of its own to 
grant or refuse licenses regardless of 
exatinations or standing. If this is 
true, and I have no reason to doubt 
my informers, it should be brought to 
the attention of our law makers for 
correction. Those of you I have 
assisted in electing on this State Board 
your forgiveness is asked, and the 
promise given that I will not again 
vote for the election of a friend to this 
office in its present condition.
